The Trustees of the Litchfield Town Library hereby sub- 
mit their twenty-first annual report. 


The general management of the library has been sub- 
stantially in the same hands as last year, and few changes 
have been made. Mrs. Mark Campbell has continued, 
throughout the year, to have charge of the sub-station at 
the lower end of the town, greatly to the convenience of 
those who reside there. 

The experiment was tried of establishing a sub-station 
at the upper end of the town, but there did not appear to 
be any demand for one there, and it has been given up. 

Never has there been a time when so many books havc 
been published as now. Many of these books are interest- 
ing and instructive, and are worthy of being placed in any 
library. It has been the purpose of the trustees to pur- 
chase as many of these books as the funds at their dispo- 
sal would permit. Many of our young people are heartily 
to be congratulated that they are among the most constant 
readers of the books in our library. 

During the past year, the Ladies’ Social Cirele has do- 
nated twenty-five dollars to the purchase of books and the 
Century Magazine for the use of the library, and various 
books, papers and magazines have been donated by others 
who believe that a good public library is a great benefit to 
any people,

Report of the School Board. 


Once more it has become our duty to submit to the 
Town the annual report of affairs under our supervision. 

For this year we have retained Miss Florence Center as 
teacher, this making her second year. We are gratified 
by the improvement in scholarship and hope for still great- 
er during the year. 

We have engaged a drawing and music teacher, Miss 
Elizabeth Taylor of;Nashua, who spends Thursday after- 
noons with the pupils who seem to take quite an interest 
in their work. 

In September, two of our former pupils entered Nashua 
High School, and one entered McGaw Institute. At pres- 
ent, five of our young people are attending higher institu- 
tions of learning, their tuitions being paid by the Town, 
while three others, who attended during the spring and 
fall terms have transferred their attendance outside the 
‘Town's jurisdiction. 

During the summer vacation the interior of the school 
house was thoroughly renovated by means of Beaver 
Board for ceiling and walls this being painted; and the 
replacing the old blackboards by new slate boards. The 
outside of the building was improved by the addition of a 
portico; we hope this coming year the citizens will so re- 
spond to our call for funds as to make it possible to give 
the school building a much-needed coat of paint. 
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One other improvement was the procuring of a sanitary 
water-cooler. The children have been urged to provide 
themselves with individual drinking cups and most of 
them have complied. =‘ The facilities for obtaining water 
are not satisfactory, as it is sometimes necessary to make 
several trips a day after water. It would be a great im- 
provement to have a water supply in the school yard. 

By the school laws of the State, we are required in 
our annual report to ask for the sum of money that will 
be needed during the year for school supplies and tuitions. 
We therefore ask for the following: 

For tuition, $200 00 
For text books and scholars’ supplies, $35 00
